~J- Such members of Congress as Valltn 1- 
igham of Ohio, and such Editors as thry 
of the Crisis of Col umbos, the Enquirer 
of Cincinnati, and the Sentinel of Indian- 
polit, claim to be leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party, and undoubtedly their claims are 
to a very considcr^l.le extent recognized. They 
are all men of ability, and we suppose they re- 
sent every imjiatation of disloyalty, but, if 
they arc loyal, we cannot discover 
how or herein their loyalty is exhibited. 

We cannot believe, from anything we have 
red, that these politicians foci the slightest 
anxiety for the success of the arms of the 
Union in this war In all that they have 
■pok n or written there has been, bo far as we 
arc aware, no exhortation or advice that men 
should enlist in our armies, no expressed joy 
for Union victories or regret for Union defeats, 
no declaration that tbe war must be prosecuted 
until iu mighty object thsll be accomplished, 
no sitting forth of tbe innumerable and dtend- 
ful evils that would result from a permanent 
division of tbe country. When tbey speak of 
the war at all, it is to exaggerate the coat of 
it and to predict inevitable bankruptcy as the 
necessary consequence it carrying it on, aad, 
when they speak of the Government, it it only 
to attempt to destroy all confidence in it by 
sweeping charges and to paralyze its power for 
good.

mw The telegraph informs us that a com- 
mittee which recently visited Washington 
to report to the President the condition of 
Ohio and Kentucky bave accom- 
plished the object of the commission in a 
story manner. The specials to 
the Cincinnati Gszette state that Ex Governor 
Dennison, Representative Garley, Lxrz An- 
detson, and General Bates were the com- 
mitte from Governor Ted, to secure what re- 
lief may be possible. They represent, as their 
own belief, as well as tha belief of prominent 
Union men of Kentucky, that the State is ia 
ingcr, and that the seceisionists 
are more powerful and dangerous than ever 
now, and it is believed lhat at any rate they 
will, if not overawed, interfere with the extra 
session of the Legislature, just called by 
Magoffin. It is therc'orc regarded as abso- 
lutely necessary to have military force enough 
immediately to prevent any present uprising, 
and to protect Frankfort when tho Legis- 
lature meets. Speaker Bnekner is un- 
derstood to have made such represen- 
tations to Governor Tod, coupled with 
otliei s regarding the coodition of the Sta'e and 
the Border, on tbe strength of which the above 
named Cc mmissionew were at once sent on to 
lay tbe facts before the Prciidmt and Gen. 
Uallcek. Ii. may b « announced as the result of 
theic conferences that a General « ill be sent to 
C.ncinna-i. snd an ample military force speed- 
ily placed at his disposal. Arrangemonts to 
tint end are already in prcgress. The General 
will be under Buell't orders, being in hi* de- 
partment, but will, in many respects, have al- 
lependent command. The proba- 
bility n ,w stems that he will be selected from 
Buell's division or brigade commanders. Thus 
far General Bou sean seems spoken of more 
than any one, but fears are entertained that he 
cannot be spared from tbe command of his di- 
vision. The Government is now fully awake 
to the condition of affairs in Kentucky, and 
cmpt measures for iu safety are promised. 
A correspondent of tho Gszttte says the 
committee had an interview with the Assistant 
Secretsiy of ibe Navy, on Saturday, and rep- 
resented the exposed condition of Ohio and 
Indiana alon.r tho Kentucky border, and said 
that no military force, howeve largo and well 
managed, could ad< quately protect the whole 
border from such incursions as the recent one 
into Indiana, which tend to keep up constant 
alarm, and to feed the hopes and encourage 
the activity of the secessionists throughout 
Kentucky. They found the Navy Department 
very cordial in co-operating in their views. It 
was agreed on all hands that tbe Government 
con'd cot afford to permit tha rebels to gain 
the imraenic morsl effect tn encourag ; ng their 
people, nod stimuli) in z them to renewed ef- 
fort e, *h : ch these guerilla invasions were cer- 
tain to give them. They must en co account 
kg permitted to believe they ran in- 
vade Nci thern soil wjth impunit; . Jt 
was believed that no way was so effectual 
for guarding the Border as tn efficient gun- 
boat force on the Ohio river. After a full 
conference, therefore, the Navy D partment 
promised the Committee as many gunboats 
for service exclusively on the Ohio river as 
they wanted. Ten small boat*, drawing only 
two fiet, bave already been selected and in- 
spect! d by the agenu of the Navy Department. 
The Secretary promised that a heavy force 
should a' once be set to work to cut these boats 
down, put on thick wooden bulwarks, and 
plate them with iron after the moit approved 
models. Each boat is calculated to carry two 
guns, and to be able to patrol the Ohio river 
anywhere from the mouth to Pitubnrp. These 
boats will bo hurried through, mounted, and 
put into commission immediately. It is be- 
lieved that when tbey arc pieced in tho river, 
all danger ef guerilla invasion will be at an 
end. Two wocden gnnboatt were abs? to pre- 
serve order along tho whold Tennessee riv«r, 
while the country was in the hand* of the 
enemy, and it is believed, therefore, that ten 
iron-clads will form an ample police force for 

tbe Ohio.

Traitor Clxaoi'MAS Arrested.— On Sunday 
th* 27th nit , a large nu nber i f Union officer* 
•ad st ldiers attenlad tb* Old School Presbyterian 
Cburcb of th* Rev. Dr. W. U. Mi.chell at Flo- 
rence, Alabama. So many of them were present 
that tb*y constituted a m-j irity of lb* congrega- 
tion. After tb* usasl opening hymn tbe minister 
asked tb* congratts'irn to aoit* In preyer, when, 
to ibtir utter astonishment, the reverend traitrr 
(.riyed for Jeff Davu, for th* success of tb* Ccn- 
ft derate arms, and for tb* attainment of the Ma 
pandence cf tb* Confederate people.

guerilla attack of a greatly superior force 
thowt that determination and coolness can ac- 
complish mucb. Tbe warning was given not 
more than thirty minute* before the rebel ad- 
vance entered tbe town. Capt. Evans, the 
provost marshal, ordered each man to get his 
jrun and take position in the houses for pro- 
tection. About forty men and six or eight 
boys answered mm tummoiis. Tbe borne 
guards were about eight milt s from tem-n when 
the fight occurred, snd did not return until 
two hoars after the rebel thieves bad re- 
treated.

Excitement is PARKERsncBO — Tb* Wh*ri 
ing Intelligencer learns from Was R wtr, ef tb* 
First Virginia Cavalry, who arrival in that city 
on Fridav, that there was th* greatest excitement 
in Parksrst org on Mondey. A report came into 
town thit Lb .at five hundred puwillas were witbjp 
twenty miles ard marching upon tbe p tc* mt tb* 
purpose of dsstmylng it. Immedistely tb* bills 
of tb* city were rung, speeches were mad* at th* 
ciurt-hou;*, and toon tbe meet Intense *xci e 
ment prevailed for miles around. D**pitcb*e were 
sent to Clarksburg, Marietta, acd other poin' 
a ki -g for solditrs: every loyal citizen who con d 
get a gun shouldered it and prepared himself for 
theattcc i. During the greater part of tbe day 
people living not more than thre* miles frcm 
Parkcts'mrg w*r« sore that the town waa bj pos- 
session rf the gusrillss. Soma four or five ban 
dred «>ldisrs arrived from Clarksburg, q nice a 
fores wai ready to rn'.h to th* n MM from Mari 
etta, when th* report of th* advar e i of tbe reb 
e't turned oat lo bo a lie. 1 Ii • wbcls thirg 
grew out of tbe fact that s .mo thirty Rangert 
had been seen on Tygarts Creak, about s xtsen 
nfrom Parser-burg. The fall* report iisaid 
to hav* bssn brought by a sMsasJMsa*. Th*r* is

this war, deplorable as they are in general, 
will b3 all evil. Economy is a great virtue, 
and this virtus will now be iatrodaeed among 
ail classes of people by the inexorsbla law of 
necessity. Few superficial observers, as the 
Journal of Commerce says, are awtra of the 
txtcnt of the demands which wsnts purely 
ccnventional make upon the pur>e in tbe ex- 
penses of living. A large amount of the an- 
nual outlay of every family "in gcod circum- 
stances" is expended for objects which are 
in themselves neither neeessiiies, comforts, nor 
luxuries, but are classed under one of the e 
heads out cf dcf.rence to the supposed require- 
ments of the social position. A little exam- 
ination of the items which make np tbe ex- 
pense-list of a family living npon fire or six 
thousand dollars a year will show that more 
than one hall tho amount has been expended 
in support of style in household state, dress, 
or equipage, which have added nothing to the 
family c mfort except as they were rendered 
necesssry by the effort at correspondence with 
other families similarly situated We are 
patting the cue coe in tbe fo m to give the 
m !• • -t rebuke possible to fesbionahle ex- 
penses. For this reason, we do not point oat 
the tyranny of these conventicnal wants, nor 
the oppressive burden wh ch they lay upon 
many weary thouiders. N other is it within 
our putpoee to thow ihe pernicious influence 
upon character which this artificial life every- 
where exeru. Wo design simply to cail at- 
tention to the fact that it contributes nothing 
to the real comfort cf tbe people who main- 
tain it; and that their emancipation from iu 
rigor would be a relief instead of a pun- 
It must not be supposed that this unneces- 
sary outlay of money is confined wholly to city 
life, or to what is knoim as "fashionable 
circles." It extends throughout the land, and 
changes the babitt of the humblest laborer as 
mucb, in relative degree, as it does those of 
the city millionaire. The transition ia mcro 
rapid where people are crowded together, and 
irrcgn!aMties are at once apparent, but it is 
none the less certain; faakion, like, tb* tidal 
wava, produces iu effect at last npon the re- 
motest shore. 

Yean of prosperity have increased the rela- 
tive cxpentM of all classes of pcoplo ia thta 
country to an enormous exum, antil tbo fam- 
ily of tho laborer now indulge in a atyle of 
dress and living which a few years ago would 
aw bean possiblo only to those whose pnrtei 
were rep'enished from stores of vested wealth. 
These changes have crept npon us gradually, 
but surely; and it has been in vain to remon- 
strate- against them. The preacher, ibe mor- 
alist, and the satirist have each in their tern 
exerted their force against the encroaching 
tide, lut without e«e:t. Fashion is capricious, 
but never wholly without an impelling cause, 
and neither r-ason nor remonstran^o will turn 
the popular current. There must be a mightier 
force bohind it to give it a new directicoa^ or 
to bring back the ebbing wave. 

Economy will now be inaugurated by a 
power n ' irresistible as that which commenced 
and canied cn the expansion. Tn* 
which MM thus be produced, if the 

tontinues to operate, will be felt in every 
channel of trade and commerce, and in i-v. re- 
branch ef Industrial pursuits. Ii will reduce 
rents, diminish equipages, restrict wardrobes, 
forbid needlcis personal adornments, prevent 
avi-h profu>ion at table, and contract ail de- 
scriptions of wasteful expenditure*. Thoiffct, 
however, will not be an unmixed good. Any 
udtfen chsngc must bear with some stv- - 
rity npon a gtsat variety of material interests. 
As far as the burden corn s np n capitalists, 
merchant", traders, builders, m inufocturcrs, 
and others who bave accumulated or are ac- 
cumulating properly, it will be only an addi- 
tional force given to tho power which inaugur- 
ated the changa It will be a motive with tbem 
to economy, derived fiom reduced income or 
diminished resources. 

The greatest tufforers will bo the classes de- 
pendent for support upon their daily lah >r. 
Every step in the way of economy at such a 
time adds to their burdens. Lower rents dis- 
courage building; fewer carriages increase the 
number of unemployed; and the new system 
all tends to a reduction in wages. Ucd.T or- 
dinary circumstances they have a compensa- 
tion in tbe reduesd cost of the supplies of their 
wants; but in this new order of things that 
relief will be wanting They will purchase 
fewer needless luxuries', but the ccst of neces- 
saries will be largely increa-e i by the heavy 
taxation, and the laborer will suffer most from 
this burden, bx-au*e it has been unwisely and 
unequally distributed. Toia country, hereto- 
fore, has been the paradise of the laborer. He 
could support himself, educate his family, and 
acquire a competence wi h greater cer ain-y 
and upon less labor than anywhere else ia tbe 
orld. F r a time, at least, all this will be 
changed. Labor will purchase fewe r comforts, 
and be called upon for greater sa"rinco» Iw 
rewards will be diminished on both sides; it 
rommani a less p-iee, and that pilee will 
supply fower wanu. A few years of economy, 
however, when the Union ia once fi m'y re- 
stored, will brin i U9 back ioto the path of 
prosperity, and release the laborer from his 
heavy task, provided there be a wise adminis- 
tration of puhlic affairs. Ia the meAntime, 
industry and patience will do much to sweeten 
the daily cup.

Mow tbeea 
loyal and -rue sons of Kentucky, wbo f tught like 
veterans fbr two and a half boors, are thus p'aced 
under the restraint of this paroie, their hands 
tied, and their nobl* hearts depress, d. How ara 
ttey to te disebsrged from tha obligation, and 
how to te released from tbalr parole? Please »n- 
sw*r these questions in your paper. 

This case is submitted to us by a gentleman 

ia tho Interior. We will state our opinion 
frankly. It is that the prisoners and hostages 
paroled by Morgan are bound to observe their 
parole in good faith. We own we *»e no room 
for any other honorable conrlti-ion. It' the 
promue given in the case is moral, it should be 
kepi; if it is immoral, it thould not have been 
given, and the promisers, if they repudiate it, 
ara morally bound to go back so far as prac- 
ticable to tbo condition in which tbey stood 
when they gave the promise. A man cannot 
morally derive advantage from one pert of a 
contract and refuse to perform another part. 
The loyal men in question nonet cither obecree 
their parole or surrender it. The decision is a 
bard one, bat it is dictated by morality; it is 
also dictated by found policy. This conclu- 
sion appears to ua irresistible; anl in arriving 
at it we do not necessarily regard Morgan as 
anything better than a eommo-i robber.

*o*my r*tnrn*d It was avideol tbat our ad- 
vance gu*rd had been lighting eith Mcrgin a 
rear guard. T went v -laveo of lb* enemv ware 
killed— imong tb* number oo* of Morgan 't a alt 
and M-) or Morgan — 1 relative of J hn Morgan— 
twanly w*r* woundad and fourteen taken prisja- 
srt. 1'bli was tbstr loss as near as we could as- 
certain it, while upon oar tide, not a single 1 
wss bart, not even sligh ly wounded. 

The force under command of Col. Maxwell ar- 
rived at Georgetown on tb* morning of July 18. h 
Morgan bad Uft th* day b*fure, and wa. repirud 
to b* at Paris hi force. We sUrt. d at 11 u 'clock 
tbat night for Paris. When within five or six 
miles of tb* place, we were informed that Morgan 
bad Asd. Ifia cavalry, exclusively that of the 
9 h Peooevlvania, under commano of oar Colonel 
end Lieut. Colonel, wilh all postible beite, gal 
loped Into town and soma distance diwn lbs road 
towards WiocbasUr, but much ro our cnagria end 
disappointment, n > enemy c .old be seen except 
th* prisoners our men had capture!. Margao had 
made good hi* escape. W* met th* detichuent 
of oar regiment which cam* from L x.ngt. r: . To 
follow to* euamy immediately waa impossible 
We eccsmpei upon th* camping ground Morgan 
hsd left, where we found arms of various detcrip- 
tioo, and such otbsr articles as are generally used 
among cavalry, *vid*oc* that Morgan bad left ia 
great haste. After resting our J tded horses, we 
started lo pursuit to WiccbetUr, then In H'ch- 
mond, where w* were j doed by coatpania* C, E, 
1, K, and M of our regiment, then to Lancaaur, 
then to SUnfoid, and lb*o twenty two miles 
toward Somerset- Her* we learned that Morgan 
had male gocd bis etcipe into Tinnta 11, and we 
gav* up tb* pursuit and cam* back to t bis plac*.

In th* affair at Pari* o> troops ware engage 
but those of the 9 h P«nnsylv.nie cev.lry, ex 
cept th* infantry tint cams np from L->xingtoo, 
and were deployed as skirmishers in the cornfield. 
Every advance (,ucrd on tba march was detailed 
from our regiment. Every raccmoottaaoca was 
msde by a detail from our regiment. AU out 
post picket duty was performed by us. 

Ia ■ 1st* edition cf vour paper yoa publish*! 
an extract from tb* Ricky Mountain News, la 
which it was stated tbat Colonel Leavenworth 
marched from Denver to Fort Lyon, a distance of 
about two hucdred and forty mils*, in six day* 
snd a half, and tbat no such' marching bad beat 
psrf.ra-.ad daring t e war, and that It wa* donbt 
ful whether ic had ever been beaten. The 9th 
regiment of Pennsylvania cavalry baa bee tea It 
bar* ia Kentucky. Latt June, just after the 
death of Capt. McCullough in the kirmish at 
Tompkinsvilla, we marched two hundred and 
thirtaao mil** in six davs. It took one dey to 
cram th* Cumberland river sod on* day to rs- 
croas it, so thst th* distance wa* really made In

It ha* been either 
moved continually from one place to another, or 
bewo station*! by battalions, tquadrons, or com- 
panies at important p ints, at such distance* tbet 
the different detachmaot* war* unable to snppirt 
eich other. It has never, until within the past 
three we k>, had any support, but each detach- 
maot bid to guard it* own camp, perform pickat 
duty, and send oat sec uting parti**, so that th* 
man and horses hav* been upoa constant doty.

We have every confidacc* In our commanding 
officers. Th*y are all of them men of miliuri 
cspicity and exp*ri«oc*. We ask not to be ex 
cused from any duly, no matter bow severe. Al 
we ask Is to bs shown where the enemy ia, and 
then be allowed th* privilege of "pitching in."
